the pulpit. 
The room was well filled 
at 
the time and the 
cry 
of ‘‘fire,” 
coupled with the sight of the smoke, 
threw the congregation into a panic. 
A wild rush was made for the stairs, 
despite the efforts of Rev. E. W. John­ 
son, the pastor, to allay the fears of 
the frenzied people. 
All 
wanted to 
get out at once and men, women and 
children alike were knocked down and 
trampled upon by those pushing from 
behind. 
The 
stairway 
to the 
first 
floor had one sharp turn in it and the 
frightened people became so tightly 
wedged in the bend of the stairs that 
the frail wooden bannister gave way, 
precipitating many to the first floor. 
The 
crash and 
til© scream s 
and 
shriek* of the 
women and 
children 
added to the frenzy of those above. 
They did not 
stop in their 
onward 
rush to get out. 
Notwithstanding the 
wide 
open doors on 
the first 
floor 
leading to the street th© crush was so 
treat that eighteen persons had the 
life stamped out of them before the 
Irenic was ended. 


General Alarm Sent In. 


A general alarm was 
sent in for 
ambulances, firemen 
and policemen. 
In the meantime tho greatest confu­ 
sion reigned. 
Mon and 
women ran 
about the streets calling for missing 
loved ones. 
A great crowd gathered 
and the work of rescue was promptly 
started. 
Dead and injured were quick­ 
ly 
token to 
hospitals 
and 
near-by 
houses. 
The fire was only trifling, the flames 
being extinguished before the firemen 
arrived. 
The disaster occurred while a col­ 
lection was being taken up. 
The pas­ 
tor had just concluded his sermon, the 
text of which was: 
‘‘Why Bit We Here Until We Die?” 
Following the collection there was 
to have been a baptism of a man and 
wife. 
Some of the colored people ow­ 
ing to the lateness of the evening had 
left the church and others were about 
to go. 
As the pastor was arranging 
the pulpit preparatory 
to beginning- 
TRW baptising I 
service, a woman in 
one of the front rows of the left side 
of 
the altar gave a loud 
shriek of 
“fire.” 
Instantly all those about her 
were 
on their feet 
looking tor the 
blaze. 
There were no flames in sight, 
but 
those near 
the pulpit 
smelled 
smoke and started down the aisle to­ 
ward the 
pulpit. 
Then 
followed a 
half dozen 
cries of “fire,” and 
the 
whole 
congregation 
became 
panic 
stricken. 
The 
pastor 
by this 
time 
realized the seriousness of the situa­ 
tion and In a loud voice, which only 
added to the confusion, called to the 
terror-stricken people to be seated. No 
one listened and despite his frantic 
appeal 
a rush 
started that 
meant 
death to many that were In it. 


Dead Piled Three Deep. 


When those 
who came 
down tho 
front stairs had loft the building a 
terrible sight presented itself to tho 
rescuers. 
TheTflrst floor and the stair­ 
way to the bend were covered three 
deep with the dead and dying. On the 
streets hundreds were shrieking for 
help and 
looking for their 
missing 
loved 
ones. 
The 
rescuers did 
not 
know 
which way 
to turn first, 
but 
Police Captain Hamm and a police­ 
man who arrived on the scene just as 
the last of the panic-stricken people 
were rushing 
from the 
edifice took 
charge and turned in a general alarm 
for ambulances, policemen 
and fire­ 
men. 
With the help of scores of col­ 
ored men and white people who were 
attracted to the scene the dead and 
the injured wore extricated from the 
terrible mass of humanity and mid < n 
the sidewalks of Eighth street. 
The ringing 
of the fire 
bells, I he 
clang of the ambulance gongs, rho al­ 
most total darkness and the thick fog 
added 
to' the 
gruesomeness 
of the 
scene aud caused utter confusion for 
a 
time. 
Order 
was soon 
to ought 
about, however. 
and every 
one who 
could not stand was placed in an am ­ 
bulance ami jrushed to a. hospital. No 


time was taken to see lf any victim 
was dead, and within 
an hour after 
the disaster occurred the street had 
been cleared of the 
ma s of people 
And the church door closed. 
The scenes at the 
hospitals wore 
pathetic 
in tho 
extreme. 
A 
great 
crowd of colored people gathered at 
the doors of each institution, hut no 
one was admitted without satisfactory 
reason. 
Within the building the en­ 
tire house starts were ordered out and 
near-by physicians were called upon 
to assist in ministering to the suffer- 


ini?. 
An 
examination 
of the 
dead 
showed that. most of them had been 
suffocated or had died from internal 
Injuries. 
Of the Injured few, if any, 
are likely to die. 
A report that the church was over­ 
crowded is not confirmed and is de­ 
nied by the pastor.

The ‘‘insurgents” want 
this rule de­

make just as strong a ssertions to the 
contrary, 
lf the rule is defeated, it is 
tho plan of tho opponents of tho meas­ 
ure to leave out altogether the provis­ 
ion for statehood for Arizona and New 
Mexico, or to provide that the ques­ 
tion of statehood for these two terri­ 
tories shall be left, with a referendum 
provision, to be settled by vote of the 
citizens thereof. 
Consideration of the 
urgent defi­ 
ciency appropriation bill, 
w’hich was 
under discussion for the last two days 
of the past week, will be resumed. 
Chairman Hamilton of the commit­ 
tee 
on 
territories, 
who will 
have 
charge of the 
statehood bill 
on the 
floor. says that it will take at least 
two days to roach a conclusion in the 
house on that measure. 
Predictions 
in other quarters are that the balance 
of the week will be consumed on this 
measure. 
The railroad rate bill, which is to 
follow statehood legislation, will not 
be presented until next week.

Senate. 
Washington, Jan. 22.—The merchant 
murine bill and the pure food bill still 
hold their places on the senati calen­ 
dar, tho former as the unfinished busi­ 
ness each day after 2 o’clock and the 
latter occupying a similar position be­ 
fore that hour; but both of those meas­ 
ures will give place temporarily dur­ 
ing the day to a discussion of the rail­ 
road rate question. 
While this matter 
is not yet regularly before the senate, 
it will be informally brought up on a 
resolution introduced 
last week by 
Senator 
Clay. 
He 'will address 
the 
senate in support of the general propo­ 
sition that the 
interstate commerce 
commission should he clothed with au­ 
thority lo change the 
tariffs of tin; 
railroad companies 
upon 
the com­ 
plaints of shippers. 
Senator Gulling* cr, iii charge of the 
m erchant marine bill, will prefer his 
request for the naming of a day for a 
vote on that bill. 
There will be ob­ 
jection to his request, and the discus­ 
sion 
of the 
m easure will 
continue 
whenever 
senators arc* disposed 
to 
take it up. 
The pure food bill will continue to 
be discussed by Messrs. Heyburn, Mc- 
Cumber, Lodge, Spooner and others. 
The senate is awaiting with anxiety 
the result of the delibe rations of the 
committee on interstate commerce on 
the rate question, but there is no ex­ 
pectation of an immediate report. 
The committee on territories also

Iii Western Missouri and Eastern 
Kansas, where the tem perature was 
69 degrees above zero, a blizzard is 
now raging and the therm om eter is 
below the treezing point, in Bt. Louis 
the tem perature dropped 42 degrees in 
24 hours. 
At 
Indianapolis the 
therm om eter 
registered 70 degrees, but the indica­ 
tions are for colder weather. 
In louisville, Ky., it was 72 degrees 
and warm weather was generally re­ 
ported from Kentucky and Southern 
Indiana. 
At Cincinnati, the tem pera­ 
ture was 74 degrees, the warmest day 
in January for twenty-live years. 
In 
Columbus, ()., where the therm om eter 
registered 72 degrees, a baseball game 
was witnessed by a large crowd. 
At Pittsburg 
all January

were broken by a tem perature of 74 ^ 
degrees above zero. 
Stephen Hymens 
of Ohio was prostrated by the heat in 
Pittsburg and may die.

Devils Like, N. D., reported 20; Bis­ 
marck, N. I)., 12, and Havre, Mont., 8 
below, respectively.

Sheltered from the min by the hay ­ 
stack, they continued amid the con ll I ct 
of the elements their devotional oxer 
elses and discussed religious topics of 
dee]) Interest to themselves. While the 
storm raged Mills communicated to his 
fellows the plan of executing a great 
life work. It was nothing less than a 
mission to some heathen land and the 
ultimate evangelization of tho world. 
They 
communicated 
their plan to 
such of their fellow students as they 
believed would sympathize with them 
and organized the Society of Brethren, 
a secret society, which had for Its ob­ 
ject the establishment of foreign mis­ 
sions. 
The result of the p ra y e r meeting was 
the organization In Bradford. Mass., In 
1810 of the American hoard of c o n - 
misspmers for foreign missions. 
From 
this start grew the great society of tho 
American hoard, which lins distributed 
millions of dollars. 
Since tho first 
meeting of five persons its corporate 
and honorary members have increased 
to over To,eon. 
Years after the students had formed 
their great scheme of evangelization 
the spa t where they held the prayer 
meeting was marked by a cedar stake.

The cedar stake 
monument 
became 
marble 
through 
Harvey Rice of Cleveland, who de­ 
signed and at his own expense reared 
the prayer meeting site marker. 
The monument stands on Hie iden­ 
tical spot where the haystack stood. It 
is a strictly Berkshire county produc­ 
tion. com posts I of Berkshire marble, 
quarried at Alford and wrought In the 
workshops of the Berkshire Marble 
company. 
Its height is twelve feet, its 
shaft, cap and base square polished, its 
color a silver blue.—New York Tribune.

Venezuela held that ifs posi­ 
tion was correct and refused to treat 
further with the French government 
through M. Tatgny.

lowed a long period during which, ow­

Castro

tactics angered the 
F ro m h g o v ern m e n t and ti fleet was 
sent to Martinique. 
However, this in­ 
dication of France’s determination to 
push the matter did not have the de­ 
sired i ffeet.
